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1, After her father’s death in Mar 1967 Dr K1 continued to be in 
intermittent contacts with Subject and his wife, on the latter’s 
initiative . Despite Dr Kl's claims that she no lunger was interested . — d 
in "politics and contracts" Subject ana his wife continued to phone her and, 
arrange for meetings either at Dr Id’s house or in town. Altogether there 
were in the meantime about § or 6 meetings, incl. two, the most 
important ones, at Dr Kl's ho.se on 3 and 23 May, respectively. 

In both cases subject and his wife were v/.siting -r K1 on their own 
initiative. Fo.. lowing is the gist of information obtained from subject 
and ids wife. 


2. SHEVCHENKO Sergei , the he&d of the Ukrainian Hi-. cion ,.n New York, 
is still very angry at Dr K1 for her article last year attacking the 
Mission and- him personally fax as inactive and purposeless. Subject , 
however , is inclined to agree, at least to some extent , v:itk Dr Kl’s

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Subject mentioned that KOCHUBEY ^who was going to go on vacation 
together with SHEVCHENKO , decided now to go separately. Originally 
they planned to stay in nearby dachas or even ih the same one but 
lately their relations worsened and KOCHUBEY had sxmply enough of 
the old man. It did not mean * of course, that Subject had changed, 
his opinion about KOCHUBEY himself, to any great degree, and 
paricularly about the latter's wife wham Subject considered tc have 
rather affected manners. / ... , 
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NEPYIVODAhwas returning to Kiev forgood now. He resigned from 
his coramisiion of his own volition. 


3. Subject has admitted several times that in the field of 
"contacts" we now have some sort of a cooling off. period. His 
explanation was that this was the emigres’ fault. In his words, it 
turned otxt th&tvthere were no adequate partners among the emigres, and 
"Svoboda" and "America" ’were dominating the public opinion among 
emigres. Once or twice he pointed out that " even Pkrainske Ehyttja 
in Chicago ceased publishing' 1 , when countered with Dr Id’s arguments 
to '..he contrary , i.e. that not the emigres but Kiev was in default 
of proper moves and manifes&ation of "partnership" , Subject usually 
kept silent, or mentioned ORACH , PA VLYCHKO , and K0K02YCH as examples 
of Kiev's willingness to develop cultural contacts with emigres* 
Already prior to ite, the p^try reading b# Korotych in Sew York, 
Subject corapad^ied that KOROTYCH was getting bad treatment -by the 
emigres" who a>re only proving again and again their sole interest in 
political scandaliem j and show their primitivism and arrogance". 

So far there were , however, no encouragements on the o&rt of 
Subject for Dr K1 to go this sVftomer to the Ukraine. On the contrary, 
once or twice he stressed that it was better to 'wait "until things 
cl tar up" * 

Subject arnd "a is wife continue to claim that tilings are getting 
better in the Ukraine- but not ail can be dome at once. The old 
story as before.
